His greatest ambition was to become 
an officer in the Navy. In order to become a naval officer, he had to pass a very 
difficult exam. Unfortunately, he failed. Fortunately, there was another solution - 
flying planes. He was first an airmail pilot and, at the age of 26 ‘ 
_ he enlisted in the French army. He completed dangerous 
missions over the Mediterranean Sea and the Sahara Desert. 
He then helped develop flights to faraway places such as 
Africa, the South Atlantic and South America. In World 

War II, he fought against the German Nazis. When France 
was overcome by the Germans, he moved to New York City 

and wrote The Little Prince. The author was very sad at this e 
time because his country had lost against the Germans and he was 
too old to be in the Air Force. In 1942, American troops landed 
in North Africa. He decided to join the American army instead. 
At age 42, he volunteered to be a pilot. On July 31, 1944, he left 
for his last mission. His airplane was destroyed by German airplanes over the 
Mediterranean. The author never returned.
